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Introduction 


The  Handicapped  in  Australia;  a  Select  Bibliography  has  been  prepared 
by  Dilette  Polach  and  Geraldine  Triffitt  of  the  National  Library's 
Coinmunity  Affairs  Information  Service  as  part  of  the  Library's  contri- 
bution to  the  International  Year  of  Disabled  Persons,  1981. 

The  bibliography  lists  monographs,  pamphlets,  reports,  theses,  laws, 
parliamentary  papers,  conference  proceedings,  and  articles  on  handi- 
capped persons  in  Australia  from  the  earliest  time  to  1980.     A  select 
list  of  Australian  periodicals  in  the  subject  field  is  also  provided. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  biblicgraphy  the  term  "handicapped'  excludes 
handicaps  of  a  psychiatric,  social,  or  economic  nature.

A  shelf  check  was  also  made  of  the  National  Library's  holdings  and  some 
serial  titles  were  scanned  for  substantial  articles  which  might  not  have 
been  included  in  the  existing  indexes. 

The  bibliography  aims  to  achieve  extensive  coverage  of  the  subject  field; 
however,  no  claims  are  made  for  its  comprehensiveness.     The  material  on 
education,  for  example,  does  not  include  curriculum  orientated  items  nor 
was  material  of  a  purely  medical  or  scientific  nature  included.     Only  a 
few  newspaper  articles  have  been  selected. 

The  entries  are  arranged  primarily  by  disability  in  five  broad  sections, 
one  general  and  four  dealing  with  specific  disabilities;  each  section  is 
then  subdivided  by  topic.    Multiple  entries  have  been  used  for  some 
works  which  overlap  two  or  more  disabilities  or  topics.    Every  topic, 
however,  may  not  appear  in  all  of  the  sections.    Where  only  one  or  two 
entries  were  identified  on  a  particular  topic  they  have  been  included  in
